GENERAL LIST OF TALL BEARDED IRIS 


CULTURE. Tall Bearded Iris will give excellent results in any fer- 
tile soil with reasonable drainage and exposure to sunlight. Whether 
the soil is neutral, slightly acid or calcareous makes little or no 
difference. Plants should be set out so that the rootstock (rhizome) 
ts barely underground. If soil is dry when planting is done a thor- 
ough soaking 1s beneficial but after the plants become established 
they require very little moisture after blooming. When the plants 
become too crowded or decrease in their flowering, division 1s 
likely necessary. Bearded iris will grow but not bloom properly in 
a shaded location.

We offer this group separately because the cultural requirements differ from other iris. If you are looking for something 
different in bearded iris we are confident any in this list will delight you. These hybrids are the result of crosses between 
the regelia and oncocyclus species. All possess great beauty and attract all who see them. 


CULTURE: Iris in this group must be given a rest after blooming. 
If you live in a locality with hot dry summers during which time 
the soil remains absolutely dry until the fall rains, these plants may 
be left undisturbed. Otherwise they may be lifted after the foliage 
withers, usually about July 1, and stored in a dry place until Sep- 
tember when they should be replanted. As these plants make neu 
growth during the winter months some protection 1s necessary in 
the coldest sections of the country.

CULTURE: These iris enjoy any well drained soil containing con- 
siderable leaf mold which is neutral or slightly acid. Where hot 
dry summers prevail afternoon shade and additional moisture dur- 
ing periods of drouth are advisable. Where sub zero temperatures 
occur without benefit of snow winter protection 1s necessary. Young 
seedling plants transplant much better than divisions taken from 
old clumps. 

SHIPMENT: Spring or fall.

When well grown these are the most spectacular of all and are often referred to as the queen of all irises. The plants we send 
our customers are vigorous clumps with heavy root systems and are not to le combered with divisicns with few roots taken 
from old clumps. It actually costs us about 25c postage to ship a single plant of this quality across the country. Many dea'ers 
do not prepay shipments of Japanese iris because of the heavy expense. In addition to assuming this cost we claim that our 
plants are the finest obtainable anywhere at any price. We are confident a trial crder will substanticte this claim. 


We believe the English translation following the Japanese named iris wi'l appeal to fanciers of this group. If you too he-ve 
difficulty pronouncing the lengthy Japanese names you may prefer the English equivalents, some of which «re delightfully 
descriptive and euphonious. In spite of some opposition to the use of Japanese names we adhere to the policy thet all 
plants should be sold under their original names. In this way only cen the customer be certain he is p-ying for something 
new and not a duplication of the same plant already in his garden under some other name. Unfortunately the nomencl-ture 
of Japanese iris ts somewhat muddled and for this reason we are withholding some of them from our cctaloeve vntil their 
names are correctly established. We have spent much time and effort authenticating all varieties we grow and believe those 


we list are true to name. 


CULTURE: Like most azaleas and rhododendrons these iris will 
not tolerate lime in any form. For best results heavily enriched soil 
and abundant moisture are necessary. After blooming they require 
no more moisture than other perennials. An ideal location is along 
the banks of a stream or pond. They are successfully grown in most 
parts of the country and do especially well in the Atlantic end Pa- 
cific states and the southern borders of the Great Lakes. Plant so 
that the crowns are about 2 inches below the ground surface. Do 
not expect typical flowers until the second year as they take more 
time to become established than bearded iris. In dry climctes we 
cannot stress too strongly the importance of constant moisture dur- 
ing their growing season. In fact, if your water supply is unlimited 
select a location where you can flood the plants often and you wil 
be rewarded with larger flowers. Any well rotted manure is the 
best fertilizer. If your soil 1s alkaline, the addition of aluminum 
sulphate, peat moss or oak leaf mold will produce the correct soi! 
condition. If the leaves turn yellow, lime very likely 1s present and 
LIME is FATAL to these iris. Best planted in full sun except in 
warm sections of the country where afternoon shade will prove 
beneficial.

Also, most hardy garden lilies possess, in addition to the cluster of fleshy 
scales which comprise the bulb, a system of live roots attached to the bulb base in similar man- 
ner and for the same purpose as the root mass attached to the base of the crown of any 
perennial. No gardener would be foolish enough to remove all the roots from a perennial 
phlox or delphinium before planting it in his garden. Likewise the live roots attached to a lily 
bulb should never be removed or allowed to die before planting if maximum results are desired.

All are 
rooted outdoors and are much hardier than greenhouse rooted plants. 


CULTURE: CHRYSANTHEMUMS develop into the best plants 
and bear the finest flowers from rooted cuttings started in spring. 
Of course, undivided clumps will bloom from year to year but the 
foliage and flowers will be vastly inferior. They like good rich sotl 
and abundant water during the dry weather. A mixture of sand, leaf 
mold and rotted manure 1s ideal but any fertile friable soil slightly 
acid is very satisfactory. Good drainage 1s imperative as they often 
winter kill in poorly drained heavy clay soils, but they will endure 
zero temperatures if the proper soil and drainage are provided. All 
Chrysanthemums bear larger flowers if dishudded. However, with 
the exception of the incurved varieties, dishudding is not essential 
as they are just as effective in sprays either in the garden or in 
bouquets.
